A special. announcement issued in 
Moscow on Saturday night said that 
Soviet troops in the Voronezh area 
had broken through the German 
front. The Soviet advance in some 
places covered a distance of 32 to 56 
miles. About 20,000 Germans were 
killed and 10,000 taken prisoner. 
Over 200 towns and villages were re- 
captured, including the town of 
Boguchar, on the west bank of the 


Don, 140 miles south-east of 
Voronezh. 
The announcement added :—‘‘ Our 


troops are advancing on the middle 
course of the Don. They are 
advancing in two directions.” 

MOSCOW, Sunday.—Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent here says that a German 
force, totalling some fifteen crack 
divisions, is threatened with en- 
circlement following a Russian break- 
through between Voronezh and 
Stalingrad, Where two Soviet armies 
have smashed their way through 


trebled and quadrupled German 
defence lines, consisting of close 
networks of trenches, minefields 


and heavily-fortified strong points. 
One army based on Voronezh crossed 
the frozen middle reaches of the Don 
River, stormed the steep western 
bank, and in four ore reached the 
vital railway line linking Voronezh 
with Rostov at Kantemirova. The 
German armies facing Voronezh have 
as a result lost their main means of 
communication with the great German 
base at Rostov. Another Soviet army 
is racing for the same railway some 
60 miles further south at the key- 
point of Millerovo, the capture of 
which in July enabled the Germans 
to pour into South Russia. 


ARTIFICIAL ICE 


Against the high, steep west bank 
of the Don, where long stretches of 
the German positions were shielded 
by artificially-created ice barriers, 
the Soviet army opened up artillery 
fire at eng gp range and blasted 
away the walls of ice, after which 
the infantry and tanks poured in. 
Wave after wave of Russians then 
stormed the heights commanding the 
river, and under cover of their 


the Axis forces-iw hand-to--} 
hand fighting. ‘‘ Without pause for 
rest the Red army poured after the 
routed German troops, to break into 
the plains beyond the hills, recaptur- 
ing one villag@ after another. 
One of the strongest German centres 
of resistance was a chain of five vil- 
lages. The Germans threw out a 
strong force of Panzers to protect it. 
Running headlong into an advancin 
Russian tank detachment, they fel 
back in disorder after a sharp battle. 
The Soviet tanks then rushed at top 
speed into the streets of the villages, 
crushing blockhouses flat and over- 
running detachments of German 
soldiers in their path. Russian in- 
fantry, following the tanks in close 
support, routed the Germans and 
cleaned up the villages. 
‘Columns of Russian tanks, in- 
fantry and guns to-day are. still 
smashing their way to the west 
through a blinding blizzard, keeping 
in close contact with the Germans. 
The Axis defences were particularly 
dense in the region of Bokovskaya, 
50 miles south-west of ,Kletskaya and- 
25 miles north-west of Chernyshev- 
skaya—the farthest point reached by 
the Russians in the offensive northi- 
west of Stalingrad,

Germans. As it was impossible to 
build a bridge owing to heavy gun- 
fire, a Soviet sapper unit built a 
temporary dam thirty miles up river. 
Thirty-six hours before the attack 
the gates of the dam were shut, and 
at zero hour the river suddenly dried 
up, enabling Russian tanks and 
infantry to rush across and storm 
the enemy emplacements. The 
sappers then erected bridges from 
pre-fabricated materials, after which 
they reopened the dam gates and 
permitted the river to flow once 
again.—(Reuter.)

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State Gift 
Will Cost 
a Million 


HE Government’s. Christmas 
(or election!) gift in the 
form of increased wages to State- 
employed workers will probably. 
cost the Exchequer nearly a 
million pounds a year when it all 
is totted up among the civil 
servants, the Civic Guards, the 
national teachers, the turf workers 
and the employés of local 


authorities. i 
On the basis of the new rates the 
increased cost of the Civil Service 


will be a quarter of a million pounds 
roughly. The Guards will get about 
£123,000 a year extra, and the 
teachers an additional £150,000. 
These are rough estimates, and are 
unofficia!, but they convy an 


adequate impression to the taxpayer 
of the eventual cost of the “ small ”’ 
increases awarded by way of off- 
setting a 45 per cent. increase in the 
cost of living. 


NO THANKS 


In addition to the burden on the 
Exchequer, the decision to advance 
agricultural rates will mean a de- 
mand for more than half a million 
pounds a year on that industry, 
while the still untotted awards of 
the Wages Advisory Tribunals, in 
the shape of increased wages and 
bonuses to industrial workers, are 
believed already to mean an increase 
of a million pounds a year in the 
aggregate to business overheads. 

s it a sign of the times that no- 
body concerned expressed thanks for 
the gift? The reaction on the part 
of representatives of the professions 
and occupations concerned was dis- 
satisfaction at the unexpectedly

AXIS STATEMENT

General Smuts, speaking at Wan- 
derers, South Africa. on Saturday, 
said, according to a Reuter message 
from Johannesburg : “We still have 
hard knocks and much hard work 
ahead, but victory is assured, and 
the end may come sooner than we 
expect.

The Allied “bag” which resulted 
from the wide desert sweep cutting 
into Marshal Rommel’s retreat has 
now been announced. Twenty Axis 
tanks were destroyed, 500 prisoners 
taken, 30 guns captured, several, 
hundred vehicles were demolished 
and others damaged.

 GIRAUD'S 


DARING | 
ESCAPE 


ENERAL GIRAUD, Com- 
mander of the French forces 
in North Africa, narrowly escaped 
death when he fell into the sea 
while boarding a British sub- 
marine in his daring escape from 
France just before the Allied 
landings in North Africa on 
November 8. 
For several nights in early Novem- 
ber the submarine, under Lieutenant 
N. L. A. Jewell, lay off the French 
coast, coming to the surface only at 
night to revive the crew and re- 
charge batteries. On November 4 
orders were received to proceed sub- 
merged at 60 feet into a certain 
harbour. 
As the periscope broke the surface 
a hooded lamp on the shore could be 
observed spelling, out ‘‘ Wait one 
hour.” After a second message had 
been received a rowing boat, with 
several persons in it, was seen ap- 
proaching . 
As the small craít pitched in the 
rough sea the v-atchers on the sub- 
marine were able to identify General 
Giraud, his son and other officers. 
General Giraud was just about to 
step to the slippery decks of the 
submarine: when a wave caught the 
small boat. He pitched out and dis- 
appeared into the dark water, but 
almost immediately: he was reseued 
by members of the submarine crew. 
Ta submarine submerged and 
made for the open Mediterranean, 
and next morning made agreed con- 
tact with a flying boat. A few 
hours later he was with the Allied 
Expeditionary Force C,-in-C., 
u.uera: sisenhower.—Reuter.

‘ALL STANDARDS 
MAINTAINED 


PEECH Dex took place*in the 
/ Steele Hall at Portora Royal 

School on 16th inst. There was a 
very large attendance. The Lord 
Bishop of Clogher, D.D., Chair- 
man -of- the Board of Governors, 
‘presided, and the prizes were dis- 
tributed by the Right Rev. W..M. 
Kennedy, D.D., Moderator of. the 
General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland. — 
* The Headmaster (Mr. Ian Stuart, 
M.A.), in his report, stated that 
this school had now experienced 
three full vears of war-time con- 
ditions. . Nevertheless, there they 
were to-day, stronger in every way 
than in the years of uneasy peace 
which went before the declaration 
of war. And he trusted and prayed 
that. he might stand on that plat- 
form, and in the not far distant 
future, and tell them that Portora 
had emerged from the war infinitely 
stronger and more firmly established 
than when it had began. 

But what of the years through 
which they had just -passed? o 
gum. up he used a stock phrase: 
“ We have maintained our standards 
all round.” To those who mea- 
--sured success by numbers he could 
ay. they had grown. considerably

The Moderator then distributed 
the prizes, and, in an address, con- 
gratulated the headmaster and staff 
on the present state of affairs in 
the school.

They had had many superior types 
of headmaster in that school in the 
past, but the present headmaster 
enhanced the office and brought 
lustre to the School perhaps even 
Sines than that brought by any of 
lis predecessors.

The land market was par- 
ticularly active, and more sales were 
effected by the firm than for any 
previous yeas. Prices had. improved 
substantially, but did not reach the 
level of the ‘‘ boom ” period daring 
the last war, and there are no indi- 
cations that this high level is likely 
to be reached, esgional and 
business men are now entering into 
competition with the practical agri- 
culturist for the acquisition of land, 
and many of them have ventured 
upon practical farming. 

Ground rents are still first 
favourite. There was a noticeable 
shortage of these available during 
the year, and when they came upon 
the market they readily changed 
hands at up to 2U years purchase. 
A good deal of flat property let to 
tenants changed hands during the 
year at prices varying from 7 per 
cent. to 10 per cent. as an invest- 
ment. The housing requirements of 
many people during the year still 
remained unsatisfied, because the 
supply was rather limited. The de- 
mand was particularly active for de- 
tached houses, with some land, in 
the suburbs of Dublin and counties 
nearby, and for modern residences, 
and prices were higher. With the 
cessation of hostilities the property 
market is likely to become very 
active.

The late Mr. Jacob, who was born 
in 1854, was a son of Mr.+ William 
B. Jacob, founder of Messrs. W. and 
R. Jacob and Co., Ltd., biscuit 
manufacturers, Dublin. He was 
educated at Rathmines School, and 
entered the firm, of which eventually 
he became chairman and president. 
His keenness in the growth 
and expansion of the company’s 
business was one of the factors 
which contributed so much to its 
success, but, though he worked hard, 
he laboured unostentatiously, and 
this trait in his business character 
permeated his private life. His wise 
judgment was not limited to any 
narrow sphere. That judgment was 
observed at once when he joined the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board ‘in 
1898, and during his membership, 
which continued to 1902, he acquired 
a wide knowledge of the work of the 
port, which he used in its . best 
interests) His wide experience and 
business capacity fitted him admir- 
ably for the position of a director 
of the British and Irish Steam 
Packet Company, which he occupied, 
and for other offices which he filled 
in the world of commerce. He was 
President ot Dublin Chamber of 
Commerée in 1926, President of the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
the Irish Free State in 1928, to 
which office he was again elected 
early this month, and a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Chambers 
of Commerce of the British Empire. 

Mr. Jacob, who was very chari- 
table, took a sympathetic interest in 
the alleviation of suffering and dis- 
tress. He was a Vice-President of 
the Rotunda Hospital, and a member 
of the Board of the Meath Hospital. 
He travelled a good deal, and varied 
his field of activities and studies by 
the exercise of craftsmanship as a 
hobby in a workshop that be had 
set apart for that purpose. 

He was a member of the Friendly 
Brothers. Always fond of young 
people, he was never happier than 
when in the company of his grand- 
children. A man of many and 
varied interests outside business, he 
was a pioneer of motoring in Ireland, 
owning and driving his own car as 
far back as 1905. He was also a 
keen and skilful amateur photo- 
grapher in the early days of photo- 
graphy. In 1935, at the age of 81, 

e did the world tour in the 
Empress of Britain, and the follow- 
ing year travelled "to New Zealand 
to attend a conference of the Federa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce. 

He is survived by his son Harold, 
the gon chairman of W. and R.

IBERIAN PEACE 
BLOC 


LISBON, Monday. — Solidarity 
between Spain and Portugal, and a 
desire of the two countries to remain 
at peace, were reaffirmed by General 
Jordana, 2 oem Foreign Minister, 
now in Lisbon for conferences, and 
President Carmona, of Portugal, 
last night. ‘‘The present disturbed 
times cannot break our friendship 
with Spain; on the contrary, they 
have strengthened it,” stated Pre- 
sident Carmona. “They have 
enabled us to carry out a peninsula 
policy aimed at a zone of peace for 
the two peoples and for western 
civilisation, of which they were the 
first pioneers. He hoped that an even 
better understanding will arise be- 
tween the two countries out of the 
present talks. 

General Jordana said :—‘‘It has 
given us immeasureable pleasure to 
note how Portugal, again true to 
her glorious history, draws the eves 
of the world to her, because, like 
Spain, she assumes a noble attitude, 
thanks to which our peninsula con- 
stitutes a quiet region whither the 
passions inundating the world to-day 
cannot reach.’’ 

General Jordana later announced 
the creation of an Iberian bloc at a 


luncheon here in his honour. This 
bloc, he said, would be strong 
enough to maintain e and in.

Especially is this the case as 
regards Italy, the Axis partner 
immediately concerned.

We 
are apt to hear a lot of glib talk 
about ‘‘Italy’s long, vulnerable 
coast-line,””’ but in two and a half 
years of war it has only been effec- 
tively bombarded once by naval 
vessels—at Genoa, by Admiral 
Somerville’s squadron. On that occa- 
sion, of course, there were no Axis 
— in Corsica and Nice. The 
act is that Italy’s coast-line is only 
vulnerable in the Adriatic, and then 
only by an enemy occupying the 
eastern shores of that sea. 

Coming down to details about 
Corsica," we see that in the N.E. it 
closes the channel on the side of 
Capraja, Pianosa and Elba, where 
strong coast defences alredy exist.

“THERE WAS 
NO QUEEN 
MAEVE” 


It would be a waste of £2,000 to 
go searching for Queen Maeve in the 
great cairn on the top of Knocknarea 
Mountain, in Co. Sligo, according to 
Mr. Michael Duigenan, of the Irish 
Antiquities Division of the National 
Museum. His chief reason is that 
no such person as Queen Maeve ever 
existed. 

This was his answer to an Trish 
Times reporter on Saturday who was 
continuing his quest for the views 
of experts on early Irish history on 
the suggestion that this cairn should 
be excavated to prove that Maeve 
is buried there. (Queen Maeve, Mr 
Duigenan thinks, was a goddess, whe 
somehow becamé one Of the chief 
figures of the great legendary cycle 
of the ‘‘ Tain,’’ but never had any 
real existence, 

Dr. E. Evans, of Queen’s University, 
one of the leading archeologists in 
the North of Ireland, also thinks 
that Maeve had no association with 
Knocknarea, but’ believes that its 
excavation would be one of the most 
thrilling jobs ever undertaken by an 
archeologist in Ireland.

EVACUATED 


This present problem of Corsica 
affords quite an instructive example 
of history repeating itself in the 
shape of lead versus sea. In 1794, 
after their expulsion from Toulon 
by General Bonaparte—as he was 
at the time—the British Fleet con- 
trolled the Western Mediterranean, 
but not its coasts. At that time a 
strong party in Corsi¢a favoured 
them, with the resni§ that they 
occupied the island for about a 
year and a half. By and by, how- 
ever, popular feeling turned over to 
the French side, and their naval 
superiority was thereby nullified. 
Corsica had to be evacuated. It 
may be objected that there is 
no parallel after a century and a 
half in the face of modern develop- 
ments. But something can always 
be learnt from a war in which the 
greatest general was confronted by 
the greatest admiral—it was then 
that Nelson lost his we. The im- 
portant matter in the old war was 
the backing of the civil popula- 
tion: the side enjoying that won. 
It is hard to see how aircraft or 
submarines can alter this materially 
—unless, indeed, one side happened 
to possess a monopoly of these 
modern engines on the actual ter- 
rain, an unlikely contingency.

LITTLE RED RIDING 


HOOD 
PANTOMIME FOR OLD 


AND YOUNG 


In contradistinction to the 
modern pantomime, “Red Riding 
Hood, which had its premiére at 
the Theatre Royal yesterday, has a 
lot. It is not the plot of the 
able that we learned in the pre- 
paratory school, for Mother Hubbard 
in those days was not Red Riding 
Hood’s foster parent, and Robin 
Hood belonged to a different set of 
circumstances, if not a different 
century; still, the introdyction of 
the characters from other tales and 
other nursery rhymes serves to make 
a story which even the adult mem- 
bers of the audience can follow with 
interest. The pantomime is such 
complete entertainment in itself that 
the film which follows, ** About 
Face,” is rather supererogatory, 
except for those who want excep- 
tional value for their money. The 
principal part in. the pantomime, 
naturally, is that of Red Riding 
Hood, which is played by a very 
capable child actress, Ursula Doyle, 
who might, however, seem sweeter 
if she was somewhat softer. Actually, 
the heaviest work is dove by Noel 
Purcell, 98 Mother Hubbaid. Noel 
Purcell is accepted as an amusing 
knock-about comedian, doing his 
best in such roles as that of the 
traditional pantomime dame, but In 
yesterday's performance he showed 
se ge of motherly tenderness as 
ed Riding Hood's mother which 
realiy were of excellent acting 
quality, and the applause of the 
audience showed that they appre- 
ciated it, Peggy Dell, as Robin 
Hood, might be -regarded as 
“principal boy,” and if she lacks 
the leg-slapping air and Guinness- 
proiundo of the old favourites, she 
makes up for the deficiency by her 
singing, which is the best in the 
show, Dennis Barry also played his 
part very capably as Conchubar, the 
page of the ‘‘everbuat”’ Squire, 
Jack Harrington. More might be 
made of Dennis Barry's capabilities 
(not only in sueh shows as this) with 
better lines, Mike Nolan and Jerry 
Dawson, as Jimmy Green and 
Johnny Stout, could not be heard 
loo weil in sections of the house, 
but both Renee Flynn, as the Good 
Fairy, and Eddie Byrne, as the 
Wicked Wolf, came over well, while 
Johnny Caross was excellent and 
unobtrusive as the Cat.

Toys are 
Popular 


The combination of primitive raw 
materials with the desire to imitate 
intricately formed modern machines 
has led to something Nash 
impressionism in many Irish-made 
toys this year. Wood is the most 
common material, and the lack of 
metal with which to add details to 
such things as miniature battle- 
ships, tanks, anti-aircraft guns or 
locomotives has led the manufac- 
turers, in the case of the cheaper 
articles at least, to rely on an out- 
line of the real thing to suggest to 
the child what he has received from 
Santa Claus, This mav be all right 
with one or two-year-olds, but after 
that stage has been passed, the 
modern is inclined to look for “ cor- 
roborative detail,’’ Parents, as a 
result, are likely to spend more on 
toys this year if Junior is to be 
kept in an equable frame of mind 
during the season. There are sume 
mechanically propelled vehicles— 
trains with tracks, motor lorries, 
and so on—to be got, but they 
are not numerous, as they are 
all imported, or nearly all, and 


The old familiar slogan ‘‘ made in 
Japan’’ or Germany, or Czecho- 
slovakia, or any of the other sources 
of mechanical marvels, are only to 
be seen very rarely, probably only 
in cases where stocks from times of 
easy import have lain on the shop- 
keepers’ hands, 


PAINT 


The more expensive Irish toys are 
very well turned out, In some cases 
paint work is a little thin, but 
usually it is form and '' manceuvra- 
bility ” that matter in a toy, so that 
except to the offspring of academi- 
clans, the paint will mean little or 
nothing unless they chew it. The 
cloth toys made to imitate rabbits, 


i penguins, babies, lions, dogs, horses 


and on down through the mammal 
kingdom, are first class and the 
manufacturers seem to have been 
lucky in obtaining a good range of 
coloured and quality cloths. The 
conformation and general appeal of 
these toys show that the native 
makers are fast acquiring technique, 
and it is a pity that more imagina- 
tion has not been brought into the 


designing of wooden toys. <A year 
or so ago there were, wooden 
toys imported, jointed animals 


with strings through their joints by 
which they could be made to assume 
all kinds of grotesque attitudes, 
which had in them the nucleus of 
great developments, but they don’t 
seem to have been carried any more 
forward. The china faces that once 
gave the big dolls their life-like 
appearance; the rolling eyes and 
jointed legs of the same quasi 
infants, and a lot of other realistic 
things have disappeared, but the 
Irish-made article shows promise, 
and with a. little ingenuity even 
wood and string can be made to 
replace the elaborate inventions of 
palmier days. 


SIX-TON DISINFECTOR 
REACHES DUBLIN 


A six-ton disinfector for mass- 
disinfecting clothing and 167 cases of 
medical and surgical supplies—part 
of the 750,000 dollar gift from the 
American Red Cross to the Irish 
Red Cross Society—has arrived in 
Dublin. 

The disinfector is a mobile one, 
mounted on rubber-tyred wheels and 
fitted with a trailer-bar for towing. 
It is a standard United States Army 
model, and will be able to serve 
large areas of the country in an emer- 
gency. Dublin people who are 
interested will be able to see the 
100-ton crane at the North Wall lift- 
ing the disinfector from its bed on 
the railway wagon at 11 a.m. to-day. 


Regarding the disposition of the 
oes BG the Society already has 
made a survey, in collaboration with 


the American Red Cross Society 
representatives who recently visited 
Eire. Mr. Justice Conor Maguire, 
President of the Irish Society, told 
an /rish Times reporter yesterday 
that the supplies will be distributed 
‘i accordance with the findings of 
this -inquiry. ‘‘ The idea of the 
American representatives,’ he said, 
“was that we should avoid, so to 
speak, putting all our eggs in one 
basket. The material will be. dis- 
tributed to the places where it is 
likely to be most meeded. Until the 
distribution takes place it will 
remain in Dublin in special storage 
rovided by the Port and Docks 
Board. A pharmaceutical chemist 
has been specially engaged to super- 
vise the unpacking and re-packing.”’ 


PEOPLE SPENDING 
MORE 


Dublin people are spending more 
money this any People are not 
coming into town to the pictures on 
wet evenings since the transport Te- 
strictions came in, a representative 
of the cinema industry told an 
Irish Times reporter,\but the subur- 
ban cinemas are gairfing what the 
city cinemas lose in this way. 

e manager of a Dublin hotel

Tree-climbers 
GILE tree-climbers have been 


in keen demand at Irish 
forestry stations for the last two 
months. They have been called 
upon by the re ae of 
the Department of nds in an 
effort to replace the large supplies 
of seeds for trees—amounting to 
tens of millions every year— 
formerly im . from the 
Scandinavian countries, Holland, 
Germany, Switzerland and 
America. 

Last August the Forestry Depart- 
ment sent out circulays to its chief 
forestry stations asking the super- 
visors to arrange for increased col- 
lection of seed from all kinds of 
trees. In October the supervisors 
sent out squads of men to sweep up 
the acorns dropped from oak trees 
and-the mast from beech trees. The 
acorn collection was very successful. 
At one station over a ton of oak 
seed was collected. But it was a 
bad year for beech seed and little, 
if any, was gathered. 

In November the campaign was 
extended to the conifers. This was 
where the tree-climbers came in, 
because, with the conifers, the seed 
does not drop off so conveniently as 
do the acorns and beech mast. The 
trees have to be climbed and the 
cones picked off and put into sacks. 
Some of these cones would open up 
in the sun, and yield the seed they 
enclose; but for mass seed collection 
the cones have to be sent for beating 
in special kilns. Two of these have 
recently been erected by the Forestry 
Section, one at Dundrum, Co. Tip- 
perary, and one at Rathdrum, Co; 
Wicklow. In these kilns, millions of 
seeds will be produced this season 
and then distributed around the 
forestry nurseries for sowing in the 
coming spring. 

The Forestry authorities hope that 
this seed collecting will take a 
permanent place in the routine of our 
forestry nurseries, and that the 
“ser grown from these seeds will 
ave the benefit of a certain amount 
of acclimatisation over those grown 
from imported seeds. 


ST. PATRICK’S

CHRISTMAS CAROLS

in St. Patrick’s Cathedral. To- 
morrow evening at 8 the selections 
will include some old and some 
modern carols—two by Peter War- 
lock, Herbert Howells and Hylton 
Stewart, and two arrangements by 
Dr. Hewson.
